unwelcome of the many extra-duty 
chores. 

We ily around In tBd until 5:30 
in the mornings and until 7:00. 
when we hit the drill field, we just 
kill time by having roll call, chow, 
sweeping and mopping floors, mak- 
ing beds, shining shoes, cleaning 
rifles, and a few other odd things. 

After an hour or so of drill we 
have, classes on various tactical 
subjects, guns and their nomem- 
clature, communications and so on. 
Before going on the rifle range we 
"simulated" fire of the rifle for 
days. 

Anti-Alreraft Beat Branch 

The three days spent on the 
range were the hottest that I have 
ever seen. Half of the day we 
were on the firing line and the 
other half was spent in the butts. 
These butts are safety tones from 
which the targets are operated and 
patched. I might point out here 
that in the army there are two 
kinds of butts. The aforementioned

West’s American Government, 
Hick’s Federal Union. Law and En- 
gineering texts. 

Originally run by the Independ- 
ent Men’s League '.for about four 
years, the exchange was turned 
over to the Student Council a year 
ago. Under the Student Council, 
the exchange reached a new jeak 
with tales reaching nearly $4,000 
^t year. Of the $400 taken in by 
fees, about $200 was- turned over 
to the Student Council to be used 
for other student activities. $100 
went to the student assistants who 
are paid on the basis similar to 
NTA, and $100 went for advertising, 
stationery and mailing costs, and 
payments for old clalma 

Among the people who have 
taken advanUge of the book ex- 
change are four former students 
now In the army and one student 
Who is now hoapitkllzed. Mott of 
the books have already been sold 
end the much-needed proceeds wll} 
be forwarded to the sellers soon.

• THE UNIVERSITY'S Intra- 
campus mall system, a vital but 
little publicized utility, according 
to Business Manager, Charles E. 
Merry, Is ready to begin operation. 

All mail passing between individ- 
uals and offices, organizations and 
departments on campus may be 
sent through the University post 
free of charge. A drop for letters 
has been set in thf door of Vlnnle 
D'Angells’ offlce in the Student 
Qub for the um of students. 

A large block of mall boxes has 
also been set up in one corner of 
the Student Club to handle all In- 
coming mail— both intra-campus 
and from outside — for student 
organizations. Paul McCienon. stu- 
dent council comptroller said^ this 
week. He reported that every or- 
ganization will be assigned a box 
with a combination lock on applica- 
tion. 

According to last year’s records, 
this free mail system was little 
used by studenU, who apparently 
knew nothing of the utility. It was 
pointed out that students wishing 
to communicate in writing with a 
proftsaor, offlce or organization 
can do so through the University 
system much faster than ordinary 
post, and free of charge.

Barrows Calls 
WSGA Hopefuls 


• EVERY EFFORT will be made to 
defer students whose number comet 
up before a draft board during a 
quarter or semester, National Se- 
lective Service Headquarters re- 
ported in its latest sutement this 
week. 

The University, meanwhile, as- 
serted that should any man pay his 
registration fees and tuition and 
yet be called up by the draft during 
the semester he would have that 
money refunded. This includes tui- 
tion paid in Installments, even 
though the student hat already re- 
ceived full scholastic value of that 
Installment, it was stated. 

No IntMrruptlooa In Semester 
Of student deferment, a draft 
headquarters spokesman said: 

"Our policy it not to interrupt a 
man during a quarter of semester." 
He added that recommendaUons to 
this effect had been made to all 
state draft headquarters. 

The headquarters spokesman In- 
dicated that if a student had as 
much as a month of grace before 
he wai due to be called by his draft 
board he should go ahead and reg- 
ister. Chances are good that he 
will be deferred until February. 

Action in the Senate to amend 
the draft law this year to defer all 
students automatically, as was done 
last year, atlll hinges on hearings 
now being conducted by a Senate 
Military Affairs subcommittee. 

Need OeHega Men After War 
Collage preaidenU and education 
leaders, testifying before the sub- 
committee, have emphaaized the 
need of a large body of college- 
educated men after this war to lead 
the world in reconstruction. They 
pointed out that the mass stunting 
at eollagiate careers in Germany 
during the first World War pro- 
duoad the claas of Ignorant youth 
that followed Hitler Into the aecond. 

The Military Affairs Committee 
could not say how long the hear- 
ings would continue, nor what sort 
of dadsion it would make on their 
conclusion. Last week, draft head- 
quarters told The Hatchet that It 
generally disfavored blanket defer- 
ment of students, but was more in- 
terested in leaving students’ cases 
up to individual draft boards.
